No Sites Yet 
For Schools 


Not one square inch of the three 
school sites which town meeting 
approved in March has been bought, 
by the town, the school committee 
learned Tuesday night, and in the 
meantime the owner of oneof them 
has collected $29,000 from the 
‘power company for an easement 
through the land in question. 

Dr. Richard Katz told his col- 
leageus that TownCounsel Francis 
O’Brien has notyet completed pro- 
cedures for purchase of the Axel- 
rod property adjacent to the 
Sanborn school, between Lovejoy 
Road and Route 93, the White 
property between Rotky Hill Road 
and Suncrest Road, or the site 
parcels adjacent to the South 
school. 

His information. came from a 
school ‘site meeting Monday where 
Atty. O’Brien asked if the com- 
mittee. wished to reconsider pur- 
chase of the Axelrod property, 
since the power company had since 
obtained an easement from its 
owner, Harry Axelrod, for $20,000 
to put power lines through the land, 
Katz said that the site committee 
wanted to go ahead, and the school 
committee agreed, since the power 
lines will be close to Route 93, 
not the school, and the town will 
now pay $5,000 less for the pro- 
perty than the original purchase 
price. 

But school committee members 
after the meeting posed a bigger 
quéstion: if the town had not de- 
layed so long, the power company’s 
$20,000 easement money would be 
easing the Andover taxpayers’ bur- 
den. 

The school committee is draft- 
ing a letter ‘‘urgently urging”’ 
immediate implementation of the 
town meeting mandate to purchase 
the three sites,

“Good old Salvation Army was 
right there way up in the woods 
with coffee ana sandwiches and 
cold dcinks on hot days for the 
weary searchers and! mean weary. 
We loaned our air mattress and 
sleeping bags to state police, so 
they slept right there, and even 
searched by searchlights. Planes, 
helicopters and all aided so where 
can they be? 

“The 7 year old had a birthday 
on Saturday last week. All he 
wanted for his birthday was !ights 
on a cake. Well, the woods vere 
lighted by night searchers. He 
looked forward to his seventh 
birthday. 

“The state trooper next door 
got his state and federal tax re- 
fund and he and his family de- 
cided to buy a bicycle for the voy 
for his birthday if the children 
are found.”’

Awareness 


Workshop 
Planned 


Building a curriculum in self- 
awareness for Andover schools, 
K-8, will be the job of approximate- 
ly ten teachers in a workshop this 
summer, 

Question # 1: 
awareness? 

The Curious Citizen went to 
Malcolm J. Hart, Bancroft guid- 
ance counselor, to find out. Hart 
says pilot self-awareness pro- 
grams are running in Bancroft’s 
upper grades, but they go by var- 
ious labels. Students, who exhibit 
strong interest -in the classes, 
call them  ‘‘personality”’ or 
‘<Who Am I?’’. sessions. 

The aim of a self-awareness 
curriculum, Hart said, should be 
to increase the student’s under- 
standing of himself and others, so 

that he will have the competency 
to deal effectively with his environ- 
ment, instead of being controlled 
by his environment. 

An important facet of the self- 
awareness curriculum will be to 
develop as early as possible a 
student’s decision making abil- 
ities -- also his ability to accept 
the consequences of his decisions. 

A sense ofpersonal responsi- 
bility is an ultimate aim. 

Practice in making one’s own 
decisions, Hart pointed out, can 
start early. It’can start by of- 
fering a first-grader a choice 
between a blue or a redpencil, or, 
a little further along, a blue or a 
red pencil, with or without an 
eraser, or a ballpoint pen instead, 
in a framework containing pres- 
sures both ways, and temptations 
to switch, 

To increase self-understanding, 
a person needs to develop a posi- 


What is self- 


- tive sense of self, to accept and 


recognize his personal strengths 
and weaknesses, to be able to moni- 
tor his personal emotions. 

Toward understanding others, 
emphasis will be on ‘‘putting one’s 
self in the other person’s moc- 
assins’’ to understand the reasons 
for the different ways that people 
act. 

Socialization, intra-personal 
relations, the sense of mastery and 
competence, self-evaluation 
(that’s a hard one!), a positive 
self-concept, congruence (?) and 
communications are other cur- 
riculum areas to be explored by 
the workshop group of six elemen- 
tary school teachers, two from the 
junior high, with one specialist 
in language and one in art, music 
or physical education, under 
a workshop leader. 

Guidance counselor Hart calls 

‘education for human 
behavior.’? It’s important ele- 
ments have been taught for years 
by gifted teachers, he pointed out, 
but said this was all the more 
reason to try to explaine the ele- 
ments of such a curriculum. 

‘Young people are facing dif- 
ficult decisions today, right now. 
Since this is a fact whether we 
like it or not, it seems to me that 
public schools should address 
themselves to helping students de- 
velop their own ability to make 
responsible decisions.”’

A Phillips Academy Archae- 
ological team has uncovered human 
tools associated with what it’s 
believed to be the most varied 
assortment of prehistoric extinct 
animal remains yet found in South 
Amevica. : 

The tools are estimated to be 
petween 14,000 and 20,090 years 
old. They were found during 
excavations in the Peruvian mou.-: 
tains southeas: of Lima. The area 
is below the recon earthquake 
zone. 

Signs of glaciation at the site 
indicate that it once was covered 
by an ice cap similar to the one 
that covered much of the North 
American and European conti- 
nents, Studies are underway to 
understand this glacial sequence 
and for the first time accurately 
to correlate it with the Ice Age 
in North America and Europe, 

Dr, Richard 5. MacNeish, chair- 
man of che departmeni of archae- 
ology at Phillips Academy, who 
is directing the work, said that 
five layers associating man with 
the now 3<021¢¢ animals had deen 
uneoverad. 

“The first layer is considered, 
through carvon dating, to be 14,000 
years old,’? said Dr, MavNeish, 
‘fand each succeeding one is of an 
earsisr period, which leads me to 
believe that the fifth layer is a: 
Ini’ 27,900 years old,”’ 

The site of the excavations is 
in the Ayacucho Basin of the Man- 
taro River, a tributary of the Ama- 
zon, An international team of 65 
has been working in the area since 
1969. The team has discovered 426 
sites and dug in seven so far. It 
hopes to dig about 29, 

The expedition is part of a con- 
tinuing search for clues to the 
origin of cultivated plants, or agri- 
culture, and their relationship to 
the development of village life 
and civilization in New World ven.- 
ters. Other teams have worked 
sites in Mexico, 


Archaeology Team Uncovers 


Tools From Centuries Past 


The National Science Founda- 
tion has supported the project 
through grants in aid to the B.S, 
Peabody Foundation for Archae- 
ology at Phillips Academy over 
the last decade. 

Although other expeditions have 
uncovered the remains of single 
species of animals, the Peruvian 
find included those of the saber 
toothed tiger for the first time. 
The other remains included those 
of giant stoiths, some of them 15 
to 16 feet tall; early horses of the 
Ice Ageera, camels, deer and puma 
of species no longer in existence. 

The search for domesticated 
plants also proved ‘ruitful, Dr. 
MacNeish said. Studies are being 
conducted on pieces of squash, 
gourds, quinoa, a sort of wheat- 
like growth, and peppers, all dat- 
ing back 7,000 years. In addi- 
tion, evidence of a potato of the 
Irish type, dating back 5,000 years, 
has been unearthed. 

Since the animal remains un- 
covered were similar to thos2 
found in other paris of the wold, 
Di, MacNeish said, it appeared 
that some of them traveled one 
way or another across the Bering 
Strait. The early horse, about 
the size of a contemporary burro, 
prohably migrated north and made 
its way to Asia, where it contri- 
buted to the development of the 
modern Arabian horse, said Dr, 
MacNeish,
